Earlier reports said the ground I 
level explosion was intended to j 
test the effect of shock waves on J 
underground shelters and water, 
aewage and gas pipes. 
The first explosion of the cur­ 
rent series, from a tower on Sept. 
27, wrecked everything within a 
two-mile radius and rattled win- i 
dows 200 miles away.

Something We Should Consider Thoughtfully 
Laff A Day 


With all the claims and counter claims 
that are being made in ttys election c am ­ 
paign, the voters of the nation, for their 
own benefit, ought to give serious contem­ 
plation to what has actually happened un­ 
der the leadership and efforts of President 
Eisenhower. 
Obviously this would be much more sen­ 
sible than to he temporarily swept off 
their feet, or allow ourselves to be c a r­ 
ried away by the type of criticism which 
certain leading political opponents are at­ 
tempting to use carrying definite misrep­ 
resentations and a complete lack of well 
defined statements as to what they would 
do along constructive lines. 
For example, let’s take a look at the 
federal budget situation. Somebody tried 
to convince the American people not too 
many years ago that a nation is different 
from a family — that nations can go m er­ 
rily on their way without balancing the 
budget. This pleasant nuns e n s e never 
leady convinced anybody who really and 
honestly thought about it. 
As of the moment, our surplus for the 
last fiscal year reached one billion eight 
hundred million dollars. Our estimates for 
1957 are now calculated at seven hundred 
million dollars more in receipts than we 
shall spend. 
This is in direct keeping with the p o s i­ 
tion adopted by our federal treasury de­ 
partment. No family can continue to live 
largely beyond its means. Tt is even worse 
when a government attempts to do so. The 
fact to rem em ber concerning the bal­ 
ancing of the budget is the truth that a cut 
of more than five billion dollars was made 
in government spending between 1953 and 
1957*s estimates.

I. Unemployment 
insurance coverage has been extended to 
four million new workers in the past two 
years. 2. Social Security benefits have 
been provided for ten million additional 
men and women. 3. Longshoremen and 
Harbor Workers have been granted in­ 
creased benefits. 4. Railroad Retirement 
benefits have been raised. 5. Our Voca­ 
tional Rehabilitation program has b e e n 
unproved. 6. Minimum w.ages have been 
raised. 


All this is federal legislation. Our states, 
too, have made strides in this field. For­ 
ty-five states have increased unemploy­ 
ment insurance benefits or extended the 
periods for which benefits are payable.

matter of course—not expecting, 
and not necessarily receiving, any 
further parental "giving.” 
His view is much the same as 
yours. And I have no doubt that 
he would agree, too, with your fur­ 
ther provision that parents ought to 
lend a hand, so far as they can, 
if illness or poverty should over­ 
take grown sons or daughters. 
But when you say "a child owes 
its parents nothing but respect,” I 
think you are stunting the child's 
growth by such a standard.
